ALLIED TROOPS READY 
TO MARCH ON BERLIN 


Coblenz, Wedriesday, June 18. 
The concentration of American, 
British, French and _ Belgian 
troops, begun by order of Mar- 
shal Foch, preparatory to ad- 
vancing further into Germany, 
will be completed Saturday, 
when several hundred thousand 
allied soldiers will stand ready 
to march toward Berlin if the 
Germans do not sign the peace 
terms. 

Artillery and great trucks car- 
rying various, kinds of war mate- 
rial are being moved across the 
Rhine at Cologne, Coblenz, May- 
ence and other bridge points 
within the occupied area. 

In the American area there 
was marked activity today, par- 
ticularly among the first and 
second divisions, which are hold- 
ing the bridgehead. On the left 
bank of the Rhine the third and 
fourth divisions com ted minor 
details for advancing if the 
word comes to go ahead, 

The fourth division, which 
had been ordered home several 
weeks ago, and had turned in all 
its equipment, is being re-

“The great value of the report on 
reconstruction, which received the 
un: ‘approval of the executive 
council, lies in its compilation in 
consecutive order of the fundamen- 
tally important and urgent subjects 
and relations to which organized 
labor must apply itself diligently 
and unswervingly if the workers are 
to make permanent progress and 
gain in the struggle between democ- 
racy and autocracy in industrial life.

Washington, June 19.—Diplomatic 
advices received here today said the 
Italian peace delegation and gov- 
ernment had definitely decided to 
fall back upon the treaty of Lon- 
don, in view of a final failure of the 
proposed compromise settlement of 
the Adriatic question. 

The sitting of the Italian parlia- 
ment today was for the purpose of 
hearing a statement by the govern- 
ment on the events in Paris and act- 
ing on the government’s resolution. 
|Iit was regarded as certain here that 
‘the parliament would vote com- 
plete confidence in the government 
and approve of its decision to insist 
upon the execution of the treaty of 
London. Press dispatches telling of 
'a contrary result came as a big sur- 
| prise, 
| The decision of the Italian peace 
delegation and government followed 
it was explained, the exhaustion of 
efforts to reach a settlement of the 
Adriatic question in the council of 
five at Paris. The Italian delega- 
tion accepted the compromise pro- 
‘posal offered, on behalf of the 
French delegation, by Andre Tar- 
dieu. The proposed compromise 
provided that Fiume should become 
independent and that at the expira- 
tion of fifteen years a plebescite 
|should be taken to determine the 
wishes of the population concern- 
ing union with Italy: and that Italy 
should receive Sebenico and Zara, 
the rest of Dalmatia being assigned 
to the Jugo-Slavs. 


Tardiu Proposal. 


President Wilson is understood to 
have inclined favorably toward the 
'Tardieu proposal originally, but 
later to have proposed modifica- 
tions which the Italian delegation 
declined to accept. Because of the 
complete failure of the negotiations, 
Italy determined to turn to the 
British and French governments 
with the insistence that the. treaty 
of London be executed. 

Under this decision, Fiume, which 
has a delegation in Paris, will in- 
sist, according to information ob- 
tained here, upon union with Italy, 
dealing directly, through its rep- 
resentatives, with the peace con- 
ference. A cablegram from Paris 
today states that The Temps. pub- 
lishes a telegram from Fiume say- 
‘ing the city council has voted 100,- 
000,000 crowns for the city’s defense 


'and has ordered the creation of a 


military force for the protection of 
city’s rights. 


The national council of Fiume 


'has telegraphed to Premier Orlando 
‘that it had defintely annexed itself 
'to Italy and had placed the public 
'powers in the hands of the Italian 
' representative, General Grazioli. 


The decision of the Italian peace 
delegation and government to re- 
turn to the treaty of London, in- 
sisting upon its full execution, 
nlaces before Great’ Britain anda 
France the necessity of fulfilling 
their contracts with Italy, which 
would probably operate to exclude 
President Wilson from the joint 
peace with Austria or of repudiat- 
ing their signatures, which British 
and French authorities have indi- 
eated they will not do. 


May Delay Peace.

Lady Board of Visitors 
and Advisory Committee 
of Teachers Protest 
Against Limiting In- 
crease to $20 Per Month. 


Both the lady board of visitors to 
the schools and the advisory com- 
mittee of the téaching force of the 
schools, in reports to the board of 
education Thursday afternoon urged 
that the new salary schedule adopt- 
ed by the board of education grant- 
ing increases to the teachers of 
approximately 15 per cent in sal- 
ary, and then amended to limit the 
increase of any teacher's salary to 
not more than $20 a month, be 
restored at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

As the schedule is now in effect 
injustice is being done in many 
cases they declared. 
port of the board of lady visitors 
signed by Mrs. Robert L. Foreman, 
the chairman, and read in her ab- 
sence by Hrs. A. P. Tripod, it was 
pointed out that many teachers who 
have done effective work for twen- 
ty years or more are receiving a 


smaller salary than others of brief 
connection with the system. 

Miss Jessie Muse, principal of 
the Girls’ High school, is chairman 
of the advisory committee, with the 
following members: Misses Gussie 
Prenner, Ethel Massengale, May 
Hardin and H. R. Hunter. Their 
report was presented by Miss Muse. 


Alleged Evils Perpe , ated. 
According to the report the evils 
of the old merit and grouping sys- 


tem have been perpetuated in many } 


instances through the adoption of 
the amendment to the salary scale 
which limited the increase of any 
salary to twenty dollars per month. 

They state that in some cases 
where there was a manifest error 
in rating of teachers was made 
in 1918, the error is repeated and 
continued because only $20 increase 
can be added to the salry. 

“Every school suffered by the 
failure to adopt the proposed sal- 
ary scale—every grammar school 
principal and assistant principal— 
80 td 90 grammar school teachers 
and 16 high school teachers suffer- 
ing cuts ranging from $7.20 to 
$196.80,’"’ says the statement. 

The report follows: 

‘The advisory committee of the 
teaching force of the public schools 
wishes to express deep gratitude “or 
the work you have done in in- 
creasing and adjusting the salaries 
of thé teachers. There were many 
injustices under the old merit sys- 
tem which were a source of much 
dissatisfaction. Many of these have 
been corrected, and the teaching 
body is appreciative of the evident 
desire of the board to deal fairly 
with all. 

“The undertaking of adjusting 
salaries among nearly six hundred 
teachers of varied training and de- 
grees of success was an. enormous 
task, and it would be a remarkable 
achievement if no errors remained. 
We think there are some errors, 
and we ask you to consider them 
and correct them at the earliest 
date possible. 

“The evils of the old merit and 
grouping system have been perpet- 
uated in many instances through 
the adoption of the amendment to 
the salary scale which limited the 
increase of any salary to $20 per 
month. 


Receive Lower Compansation. 


“In a number of cases in both 
grammar and high schools, teachers 
whose qualifications and years of 
service entitle them to the maxi- 
mum salary, will receive a lower 
Some teachers even

“In some cases where a manifest 
error in rating of teachers was 
made in 1918, the error is repeated 
and continued because only $20 in- 
crease can be added to the salary.

American citizens 
and other foreigners residing in the 
state of Chihuahua are being re- 
moved to well garrisoned towns in 
order to place them out of danger. 
General Dieguez has been instruct- 
ed by the government to remove 
to Laredo, on special trains, the -for- 
eigners who may wish to go there, 
thus enabling them to reach safely 
the border with the United States.” 

To Sail for Europe. 

General Aguilar will spend a week 
in New York and then will sail for 
Spain and later will visit France 
and possibly Englana. The general, 
who is a son-in-law of President 
Carranza, arrived here about two 
weeks ago. His mission has never 
been definitely set forth, although 
in statements he has designated 
himself as “confidential ambassa- 
dor from Mexico to the United 
States.” 

General Aguilar, according to a 
member of his official party, has 
during his visit here changed his 
mind “about something” in respect 
to the United States and it is be- 
lieved in official circles that his 
Visit will have a beneficial] effect on 
relations between the two republics 
because of his nearness to President 
Carranza.

“horsewhipper” was an expensive 
one for Fannie Douglass, wife of 
C. H. Douglass, Macon’s wealthiest 
negro, for in addition to a heavy 
fine imposed agaimgt her, she must 
also pay her victim damages in the 
sum of $375. 

The episode took place several! 
months ago at the Ballard Norma! 
school, a negro institution. The vic- 
tim was Ira Kemp, a negro Doy, who 
had been keeping company with the 
Douglass woman’s daughter, despite 
the mother’s edict that he should 
cease his attentions. 

Riding to the school] in her auto- 
mobile one afternoon, the Douglass 


woman sent her chauffeur into the- 


building to summon Kemp. When 
the young negro appeared, Fannie 
Douglass proceeded to lambast him 
with a buggy whip, the chauf- 
feur holding a pistol on Kemp to 
keep him from resisting. Kemp later 
took out a warrant for his assail- 
ant and Judge Guerry imposed a 
fine of $700 on Fannie Douglass ana 
$258 on her chauffeur.

New York, June 19.—(Special.)—Our mar- 
has advanced sharply today. The buy- 
ing was based on. rumors that peace was 
to be signed by the Germans. This buying 
movement originated in Wall street, but the 
trade was unwilling to sell any cotton, as 
they felt that the weather in the southwest 
was threatening more rain and conse- 
quently offerings were scarce, the 
ndvancing easily. In addition to the peace 
and weather talk reports from the dry goods 
market were again favorable. Naturally 
sentiment is again quite bullish, as many 
believe that if the market did not de- 
cline by the 15th of June a bull market 
on the summer weather may be expected.

“The matter rests in the hands of 
the governor,” the lieutenant gov- 
ernor said. Though no similar reso- 
lution was offered in the upper 
house, Lieutenant Governor Brown 
stated that he was certain it would 
have been defeated had one been 
presented. 

At the executive office it was stat- 
ed that the policy heretofore fol- 
lowed would be pursued and that 
Governor Cox would have no state- 


_ment to make even though he were

Work Accomplished in 
Georgia Is Shown by 
Charts and Diagrams. 
Fine Barbecue Given to 
Delegates.

Dr. L. G. Hardeman, of Commerce, 
former candidate for governor, was 
yesterday elected president o. the 
Georgia Drainage association, to 
succeed A. R. Lawton, of Savannah, 
who has been in office for the past 
seven years. The election of officers 
for the ensuing year wound up the 
seventh annual meeting -f the drain- 
age association held Thursdav in the 
Cobb county courthouse, in Marietta. 

L. R. Akin, of Brunswick, an! Dr. 
J. A. Pirkle, of Monroe, were - 
elected vice presidents, and N. A. 
Morris, of Marietta, and H. H. 
Chandler,‘of Lavonia, vice presidents 
to succeed T. A. Tate, of Snellville, 
and E. A. Copeland, of Greensboro. 
Dr. S. W. McCallie, of Atlanta, was 
re-elected secretary and treasurer. 
No changes were made in the per- 
sonnel of the various committees. 

Thursday’s session of the drainage 
association at Marietta was one of 
the most interesting and progres- 
sive sessions of the state organiza- 
tion that has been held during its 
life. The delegates were treated to 
a splendid barbecue by the citizens 
of Cobb county and Marietta at the 
country club at noon. The meeting 
extended from 2 to 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

Drainage Work Pleases. 

Several hundred delegates from al} 
parts of Georgia and adjacent states 
were present, and some of the ab! t¢t 
speakers of this section of the coun- 
try addressed the assembly on va- 
rious phases of drainage work. 

Splendid progress in the work of 
the association was reported by the 


various speakers. “hars and dia- 
grams of the accomplishments of 
the workers in Georgia since the 
passage of the Akin bill in 1909 
showed in summary that ct the pres- 
ent time completed drainage pro- 
jects and projects under contract 
amount to $682,719.95, with a total 
mileage of drainage ditches of 323.17 
miles, 37,410 acres reclaimed and an 
average cost of $28.52 per acre fr 
the work. The range of cost was 
from $39 to $10 per acre, but $28.52 
was the average over the _ entire 
state. ss 

It was also reported that projects 
of an extensive nature have either 
been completed or started under way 
in fifteen counties of the state as 
follows: Banks, Bartow, Clarke, 
Cobb, Franklin, Fayette, Gwinnett, 
Hart. Jackson, Madison, Morgan, 
Oconee, Paulding, Walton and 
Wilkes. 

Senator Akin Speaks. 


A leading speaker of the morning’s 
session of the association was that 
by Senator L. R. Akin, of Brunswick, 
the father of the drainage 
law in Georgia, who spoke 
along most interesting lines upon 
‘The Importance of Drainage to 
South Geore’:.’ He pointed out that 
some $15,000,000 is the cost of proper 
drainage in his section of the state, 
and then compared this sum with 
the vast gain that will ensue in the 
enhancement of property, protection 
of health and other benefits. Owing 
to the nature of the _ section, he 
added, drainage was particularly 
cheap, and he spoke in favor of seek- 
ing federal aid in the project of 
clearing the lower part of Georgia. 

Another highly interesting address 
of the afternoon session was. that 
delivered by Commissioner of Agri- 
culture J. J. Brown, on “Drainage in 
Relati6n to Our Food Supply.’ Com- 
missioner Brown pointed out in a 
clear manner the great demand that 
the recent war has placed upon ag- 
riculture, and added that every re- 
source within reach of the farmer 
must be used to overcome the pre- 
ponderance of consumers over the 
producers in the ration of proper 
need. 

“We need more men on the farm,” 
he said. “The preponderance of con- 
sumers compared to the number of 
produccrs is an important element in 
the high cost of living. What we 
must figure on doing is to produce 
more under scientific and cheaper 
methods in order to supply the pub- 
lic with raw material off the farm 
at the leas’ ssible cost and at the 
same time maintain a proper margin 
of profit. 

“Drainage is the solution of the 
problem, for with it we can raise 
ten stalks where one formerly grew, 
and make any land in the state of 
Georgia valuable instead of being

With a brief period of intensive 
schooling these negroes have learned 
much about soils and their produc- 
tion that they didn’t know; have 
learned to build a good chicken 
house, sanitary surface closets; and, 
among other things, will be taught 
in three weeks to weave rag rugs, 
shuck mats and bottom chairs.

Mr. Cooper, who is an active mem- 
ber of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, said workers 
forming the majority population of 
his congressional district were re- 
sponsible for “dry” majorities in 
popular elections there. 

“No less a person than Mr. Gom- 
pers tells us that a class of people 
in this country, mostly foreigners, 
will not obey the organic law of this 
land,” declared Mr. Cooper, refer- 
ring to the prohibition protest meet- 
ing on the capitol steps last Sat- 
urday, “and if we ettempt to en- 


force the prohibition laws they will 
resort to anarchy and Bolshevism. It

proval of the program, not because 
it believes it all comprehensive, but 
fundamental, not because of its 
idealism but because of its practi- 
cability, not because of its novel- 
ty but because it is founded on ex- 
perience and justice. The program 
is highly constructive in character 
and excellently designed to benefit 
not only a part of society, but to 
bring to all the people greater hope 
for a better day, a brighter life, 
greater liberty and a larger measure 
of prosperity and happiness.” 
Judges Are Assailed. 

During the day the convention 
also adopted a report on the judi- 
cial construction of law. This re- 
port, which assailed courts and 
judges, declared that organized la- 
bor in the future would treat all 
injunctive decrees that “invade per- 
sonal liberties” as being in viola- 
tion of constitutional safeguards, 
and would accept “whatever conse- 
quences” might follow. 

“While* proud of our accomplish- 
ments in behalf of people of 
Europe,” said the report, “we 
have, nevertheless, been neglect- 
ful of sinister influences cunstant- 
ly at work in our body politic, 
which are slowly but surely sapping 
the virus of independence from our 
institutions and are creating an 
autocracy equal in power and au- 
thority to that exercised by the 
most tyrannical despot ever Known 


to human history. 

“Despite all precautions to safe- 
guard individual liberty and free- 
dom of action, and the fact that 
the early constitutional convention 
denied the right to our courts: to 
pass on the constitutionality of 
laws enacted by congress, our 
courts and judges have been slowly 
and surely disregarding these re- 
strictions and limitations, and now 
freely and uninterruptedly exer- 
cise powers which even the mon- 
archs and Kaisers dared not exer- 
cise with all their claims to power 
by inherent divinity. 

“The power of our courts to de- 
clare legislation enacted unconsti- 
tutional and void is a most flagrant 
usurpation of power and authority 
and is a repudiation and denial of 
the Principle of self-government 
recognized now as a worid doctrine. 
The continued exercise of this un- 
warranted power is a blasphemy 
on the rights and claims of free 
men of America. 

“This usurpation of power by 
Qur courts to subordinate the leg- 
islative and executive departments 
to their will and compel the activi- 
ties of a free people to their whims 
and dictates is paralleled and 
equaled only by the further usurpa- 
tion of authority of our courts to 
legislate and punish people in di- 
rect defiance of constitutional safe- 
guards to personal liberty and free- 
dom of action. 
| “By the issuance-of injunction de- 
|crees by our courts, by the re- 
|Straint they place upon the normal 
,and rightful activities .of a free 
| people, by the punishing of free 
|men in the exercise of their consti- 
|tutional rights without opportun!t- 
ty to a trial by jury, by the removal] 
of safeguards thrown around the 
individual against extreme and ex- 
cessive pufiishments and the denial] 
of an opportun'ty of executive clem- 
ency, our courts have vested them- 
Selves with a power greater than 
any despot ever heretofore pos- 
sessed.

“The fate of the sovereignty of 
American people again hangs in the 
balance.

ever consequences may follow. 
“Immediate steps should be taken 
by the executive council and by 
all state organizations for 


to deny the further usurpation of 
these unwarranted powers by our 
courts and that congress should be 
petitioned to impeach all judges 
who exercise governmental func- 
tions and authority not expressly 
delegated to them. The public 
mind and conscience should be fully 
aroused to the dangers confronting 
the liberties of our people.” 

The convention also adopted a re- 
port providing that all labor or- 
ganization in the United States 
should closely co-operate with trade 
unionists in Canada in establishing 
stable conditions and should give 
Canadian members of international 
organizations advice and counsel, 
and call “attention to the sinister in- 
fluences which are working in Can- 
ada to split up organized labor.” 

Objections to adoption of this re- 
port, which was expected from the 
radical element, was conspicuous by 
is absence. The radical group, hav- 
ing been again rolled flat during a 
fight they unsuccessfully waged ear- 
lier in the day against organized 


ij labor insisting on the prohibition 


of immigration during the recon- 
struction period, seemed to realize 
the futility of trying further to 
convert the solid bulk of the dele- 
gates to radicalism. 

Without even a debate the conven- 
tion went on record against tne for- 
mation of a political labor party. 

It severely took congress to task 
for making small appropriations to 
the department of labor, citing that 
the departments of commerce and 
agriculture had no trouble obtaining 
larger appropriations and that there- 
fore “congress has shown it con- 
siders the welfare of financial in- 
terests and cattle above those of 
human beings.” 

Removal of Governor Yeager, of 
Porto Rico, was asked, and provision 
was made to send a committee to 
that island to investigate labor con- 
ditions, which were described as 
“terrible.”
